SAN FRANCISCO (PNS) 一 
Smoke-filled opium dens have 
long since vanished from Amer- 
ica's Chinatowns, ,but drug use 
and the narcotics black market are 
flourishing there. 

Until recently，drug addiction 
wasthought to be limited to a tiny 
group of elderly Chinese immi- 
grants who had become hooked on 
opiates before leaving Hong 有 ong. 
Like other problems, drug addict- 
ion has been treated as a 
“Chinatown matter” by city 
officials and influential Chinese 
businessmen，whose _ attitude has 
been one of benign neglect. 

“When we first went to China- 
town's business and community 
leaders three years ago,”said San 
Francisco drug abuse administra- 
tor Steve Osborn,“they told us， 
there is no drug problem here… 

4ADDICTS 

“But when the county finally 
hired an outreach counselor to go 
into Chinatown 记 1975，junkies 
started _ coming out of the 
woodwork. Chinese addicts tend 
to go to Chinese doctors, but most 
Chinatown physicians had never 
been surveyed until then. In fact， 
we found that a lot of drug 
overdoses had not even 一 been 
Teported.”

Arizona Honors

two-month-old， government- 
funded drug center located in an 
Unpretentious house .on 3a quiet 
residential street about a mile 
from San Franciscos Chinatown. 

Eight of the projects 27 patients 
live in the Hong Fook center， 
where they receive vocational 
training and therapeutic counsel- 
ing. Many activities are rooted in 
Chinese culture; for example, the 
center provides daily Tai Chi 
exercise and a place to cook 
Chinese-style food. But the project 
does not rely on methadone or 
other drug-maintenance Pro- 
grams. 

What is most striking about 
Hong Fook is the sight of elderly 
addicts in worn-out，baggy suits 
mingling with young Chinese 
drug users in T-shirts and blue 
jeans, 

“We have three problems in 
Chinatown,”Osborn says. “First， 
there is widespread se of pills 
such as barbiturates and amphet- 
amines in the 14- to 24-year-old 
age gIOUP， 

“The second ， group， those 
roughly between the ages of 28 
and35, are mostly heroin addicts， 
The third category 一 the 50- to 
65-year-olds 一 are addqdicted to 


heroin and other opiates like 
codeine and morphine.” 
Osborn estimates that San 


Francisco Chinatown addicts con- 
sume as much as $30,000 worth of 


SERIOUS 

Drug abuse in New York's 
Chinatown is also“quite serious,” 
according to Manshe Yen of the 
Lower East Side Service Center, a 
city-funded methadone detoxifica- 
tion clinic， 

“We had 80 to 100 elderly 
clients when we first opened- in 
1969. One of our oldest patients 
was 84. But many of the elderly 
have died，so we now service 
about 40 or 50 older drug depend- 
ants.” 

Youth violence has Pplagued 
U.S， Chinatowns since the mid- 
1960s, when Hong Kong residents 
began emigrating here by the 
thousands，filling already over- 
crowded Chinese ghettos.， The 
Chinese-American population， 
estimated at 450,000 in the 1970 
census，is expected to increase to 
over 800,000 by 1980. 

San Francisco has experienced 
over 40 killings involving young 
Chinese immigrants since 1969， 
the _ most publicized  occurring 
September 4 this year when 
assailants ”opened fire in the 
Golden Dragon restaurant, killing 
five patrons， 

New York police say 30 homi- 
cides have occurred in Chinatown 
there since last January，sSome 
related to organized crime syndi- 
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cates and youth gangs. On Sep- 
tember 30, a 17-year-old male was 
shot to death inside the crowded 
Pagoda theater,，and 10 days later 
a 19-year-old was fatally gunned 
down in an automobile， 

According to Manshe Yen，a 
growing number of Chinese 
youth， includqing alleged gang 
members，use “soft and hard 
drugs,. A lot of the youth crime is 
related to drugs.” 

TRAFFICKINC 

Other New York sources suspect 
that one powerful Chinese frater- 
nal organization，the On Leong 
Tong，has controlled most Dar- 
cotics trafficking there for 
decades. 

Sources in San Francisco claim 
at least one well-to-do heroin 
addict and dealer is a member of 
Chinatown's Hop Sing Tong，one 
of the most powerful West Coast 
fraternal organizations. 

A young addict who insisted on 
remaining anonymous said organ- 
ized criminal elements in the 
California tongs have tried to 
monopolize the sale of high-qual- 
ity “China white”heroin smug- 
giled in from Southeast Asia. 

“There was a lot of China white 
last year，but now its dropped 
off,”he said, addqing that,many of 
San Francisco's estimated 600 
Chinese heroin users have been 
forced to go outside of Chinatown 
to buy the lower-grade“Mexican 
brown”variety,， or have turned to 
heroin substitutes like codeine. 

Hop Sing Tong members deny 
they are _ involved in criminal 
activity; in fact，the Tong's 1960 
by-laws expressly prohibit heroin 
or opium use inside Tong head- 
quarters. 

San Francisco Police Narcotics 
Inspector Willis Casey said the 
Tong“could very well ”control 
Chinatown's narcotics trade，bnut， 
he added,“We can't get in to find 
out.” 

PUSHERS 

Although Lt，Casey claimed 
that police can identify some of 
the low-level pushers，he noted 
that“They don't peddle it on the 
streets. We havent made a dope 
arrest in Chinatown since I came 
here in January.” 

How can elderly addictssupport 


hoerin habits :that total $60- 
$100 a day? 
“Some ， spend _ their Social 


Scurity checks on it,”said Steve 
Osborn.“Others get prescription 


drugs like reds and yellows from- 


Medi-Care doctors，then re-sell 
them to kids on the street for a 
dollar or two a pill. 

“As far as the younger users， 
some deal heroin，others sell pills 
OoT _ even fircrackers. But I can 
almost Say for certain that many 
of these “ski-mask bandit holdups 
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by kids in Chinatown recently are 
tied into drugs.” 

One young addict from across 
the Bay in Oakland warned， 
“When that big shipment of 
“China White' comes in, it's going 
to be,dynamite. They ll step on 让 
(dilute it) until it's five percent 
pure and make big money. 

“Then there will be all kinds of 


violence over whos going -to 
control 让 .” 
Because of the clandestine 


nature of drug trafficking，and 
because of a lack of statistical 
information， many Chinatown 


residents are Unaware ofthe scope “ 


of the drug problem . 

In fact, the first comprehensive 
report on drug use in San 
Franciscos Asian American com- 
munity is still in its final stages. 
The report, prepared by state and 
county researcher Victor Seeto， 
shows_ that San Francisco's 
Chinese cominunity was hit hard 
in _ the late 1960s when heroin 
flowed into the U.S$. in the wake 
of the Vietnarm war， 


EPIDEMIC 
“Several years ago there was a 
huge heroin epidemic which 


included Chinatown,” says Seeto. 
“Those who were addqicted then 
are still with us.” 

Seeto claimed that drug abuse is 
even more serious among South- 
ern California's large Asian popu- 
lation， He pointed out that 31 
Japanese died from drug overdose 
in Los Angeles in 1I1970, prompting 
工 .A， officials to sponsor  a 
$500,000-per-year Asian drug pro- 
gram. 

_Similar problems haveappeared 
in Seattle, another West Coast city 
with a_ large Asian minority，In 
1974 the Seattle-King County 
Drug Commission warned that 
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“drug use within the Asian youth 
community is much more serious 
than what is recorded by law 
enforcement agencies or indicated 
by the policies of drug treatment 
programs. 


The  _ Commission concluded 


that “known Asian drug users tend - 


to_ begin the use of drugs earlier 
and _ continue in a manner and 
extent _ far above the national 
average.、 Heroin was used by at 
least 40 percent of this group and 
appeared to be continuing.”

As 
reported in our front page article this issue, city drug 
abuse administrator Steve Osborn said, “When we 
first went to Chinatown's business and community 
leaders three years ago, they told us， 熙 here is _ no 

lt is typical with so many of our so-called leaders. 
Remember how they used to say that there was no 
youth problem here. And even today，some still 
insist that there are no family disputes.“We Chinese 
settle our own affairs,“ they love to brasg. 

But the harsh reality cannot be covered up. 9weet 
talk cannot deflect the bullets of the Colden Dragon 
Restaurant shootout, nor can it chase drug pushers 
away from the community. 

Our community should shed this veil of Silence on 
the problem_and put together more constructive 
programs to educate the public,， and to help the 
Victims .

No，he chooses to impugn 
the NetstoeekK writers:by putting 
words into_ their mouths as an 
indication of their more devious 
motivation， 了 Twice， MT， Wong 
Says，“You (ie the NetstweeK 
writers) seem to be saying.”How 
does he know? Why does he feel 
that he must read between the 
lines when there's nothing therey? 
This is a news story，not an 
editorial. 
IMPLICATION 

Then Mr. Wong's letter comes 
to what was for me the coup de 
grace， I quote ,from .i 直 : “The 
implication is clear: lets change 
back those "liberal”inmimigration 
laws to keep out thesebad Chinese 
kids. Shades of the racist mentality 
that spawned anti-Chinese immi- 
gration laws in the late 19th 
century.”Wowll I really find 让 
incredible that a responsible and 
reasonable person can cometothis 
ludicrous conclusion，After read- 
ing the news story, not only did I 
not make such a“clear” implica- 
tion, Imade no implications at al]l. 
Eurther on，MTr， Wong .found 
the last three sentences in the 
NetwsteekK article “insultingly 
racist.” AlthoughI will admit that 


the writers were not completely 
clear in their meaning, I_ thought 
that they were just trying to Say 
that Chinatown is an enigma，In 
contrast to Mr. Wong，my mind 
did -not conjure up images of 
Chinatown as some inscrutable， 
exotic place with ,ppium dens and 
Dai-gow games. 

Finally Mr. Wong Says， 
“Throughout the article， your 
writer/editor flippantly uses 
offensive terms such as fob” and 
fu manchu beards.”Mr.， Wongs 
use of the word“throughout”is 
inaccurate. He-gives the impres- 
sion that the story is full of these 
terms. Since FEFOB was used twice 
and Fu Manchu beard once, they 
are hardly pervasive but rather 
isolated ， occurrences， Anyway， 
who is supposed to be offended by 
“Fu Manchu beard?”To me, it is 
like “Dali mustache” and “Yul 
Brynner haircut;”they are all 
descriptive terms rather than 
terms of derision. 

“OVER-REACTED 

Newsweek has done nothing to 
be ashamed of，You and Mr. 
Wong have over-reacted and 
simply have made a mountain out 
of a molehill. I am sure that I am 
not insensitive to the problems in 


racial discrimination suffered by 
many Chinese，or to journalism 
which is cheap and biased. That is 
whyI would urge Mr. Wong and 
his group to continue their 
vigilance.-They should not over- 
look any instances of irresponsible 
reporting or racism in the media; 
their voices should be raised in 
loud protest， However，neither 
would TI wantthem to be so over- 
sensitive as to find racism where 
none exists which, in my opinion， 
is the fact in this case. I close with 
the reminder that those who cry 
“wolf”too_ often eventually will 
lose their credibility，

Opponents to“C”include some 
environmental groups who say 
that revenues could drop at the 
airport and the citizens would be 
left holding the bag. They point 
out that citizen advisory com- 
mittees _ recommended that the 
level of the bonds be lowered to 
$47.6 million to cover the jless 
controversial items such as renova- 
tion of the customs area, They cite 
the statements of former airports 
director William Dwyer who 
admitted that the $90 million 
program involves an expansion of 
more than 100,000 feet. 

I-HOTEL 

Another ballot proposition，“U” 
is a“declaration of policy”which 
Says: “Shall the City and County 
of San Francisco purchase the 
International Hotel;i bring the 
building up to code; and transfer 
same tothe San Francisco Housing 
Authority to be used for low-rent 
housing?” 

The tax cost has been estimated

BILLBOARDS 

A great deal of money has been 
gathered in the fight over 
Proposition “W,”which would 
enable the Board of Supervisors to 
“enact legislation which would 
phase out those billboards contain- 
ing off-site advertising over a time 
period allowing full amortization 
of costs of billboard companies.” 

The tax'cost would be a yearly 
loss of $37,000 in revenue to the 
city. There would be 90 per cent 
less real estate tax income and 10 
per cent of the $37,000 would be 
from a loss of business tax income，. 
Those who want the billboards 
abolished point to the visual pollu- 
tion and the uncontrolled prolifer- 
ation of billboards.

How fias China _ become so 
hopelessly divorced from the ma 诡 
popular currents _ flooding the 
international arena? 

China's foreign policy over the 
past 30 years has been shaped by 
Mao's efforts to break out of the 
confines of a bi-polar world 
controlled by Washington and 
Moscow decision-makers. 

Those _ efforts were crowned 
with success when both the 
Russians and Americans were 
forced to _ treat China as an 
independent great power， 人 A 
triangular system of world power 
then began to eclipse the old 
bi-polar system . 

But today，the U.S，and the 
Soviet Union are still the only two 
powers capable of destroying the 
entire globe， And the emergence 
of China has not altered the 
special relationship between the 
“Big Two.” 

Over the past 30 years，China 
has been confronted with three 


basic strategic options 一 alliance 


withthe Soviet Union and the 
socialist camp，alliance with the 
Third_ World nations，or 一 when

“leaning to one side,”signed a 
friendship treaty with the Soviet 
Union and joined the socialist 
bloc. Then, during the late 1950s， 
Mao decided to guarantee China's 
independence by developing a 
nuclear weapons pITOgram. 


Mao's shift to a go-it-alone 
defense policy ledq to a Power 
.struggle “within the ”Chinese 
leadership that Mao won even- 
tually deposing the Russian-back- 
ed minister of defense, Peng Teh- 
huai. Peng was replaced by Mao's 
ally, Marshal LEin: Piao，who then 
began to rebuildq the Chinese army 
as a Maoist political instrument， 
But Mao was unable to capture a 
majority of support for his general 
jine within the central committee， 

During the early 60s，Pparty 
chief Liu Shao-chi attempted to 
establish Peking as the center of a 
new -international communist 
movement. Mao 一 lukewarm to 
this policy 一 waited to see what 
the outcome might be， One year 
later, the total annihilation of the 
Indonesian ”Communist “ Party 
signalled the collapse of Liu 
Shao-chi's efforts. 

Faced in the fall of 1965 with 
American intervention in Vietnam 
and the bombing of China's 
borders，Liu then reverted to a 
strategy of “joint action” by 
China, the Soviet Union and other 
Asian communist parties to Oppose 
the U.S. But Mao denounced Liu's 
policy of “joint action” and 
countered with the publication of 
Lin Piao's historic article “Long 
Live the Victory of the Peoples 
War.” 

SELF-RELIANCE 

Lin called for the revolutionary 
people of the Third World to 
conduct armed struggles，with or 
without communist leadership，so 
that the revolutionary country- 
sides of the world might surround 
its imperialist city: the United 
States. Lin urged these revolution- 


ary movements to follow a R 


of self-reliance rther than depen 
tintries. 


After the Publisatigmof' Gin 
“new ，strategic doctrine， Mao 


launched the Cultural Revolution;

Mao used the army as an internal 


political instrument to overthrow 
Liu and Teng Hsiao-ping who 
controlled the Party, Liu Shao-chi 
was subsequently overthrown as a 
symbol of the Russian model of 
socialism and 1labeled “China's 
Krushchev.” 

China's strategic shift from 
alliance with the socialist camp to 
alliance with revolution in the 
Third World lasted in theory 


;throughout the Cultural Revolu- 


tion， but in practice Chinese 
foreign policy was inoperative' 
during those stormy years. 

Then， on March 2， 1969， 
Chinese soldiers opened fire on a 
Soviet patrol in a disputed area on 
the Sino-Soviet border， killing 
seven Russian soldiers and wound- 
ing 23. On March 15， the Soviets 
retaliated with a full-scale military 
engagement in the same area 
during which hundreds of troops 
on both sides were killed or 
wounded. 


SHIFT 

Two weeks later，the Ninth 
Party Congress opened in Peking. 
Lin Piao 一 designated as Maos 
successor 一 delivered the main 
political report spelling out the 
third major shift in China's 
strategic view of the world， 

For the first time in the hitory of 
the New China,， it was officially 
proclaimed that “imperialism 
and“social imperialism” 一 that 
is, the U.S. and the Soviet Union 
一 had become for China equal 
enemiies， 

Either during the Congress or 
immediately ， after， Chairman 
Mao，allied with Premier Chou 
En-lai，initiated a new Power 
struggle against Lin Piao、This 
struggle included Maes insistence 
that the Soviet Union must be 
considered China's main enemy 
andtheU.S. a secondary enemy. 

Within little more than a year， 
Mao had won another major 
struggjie Chinese strategic

policy. Lin Piao was killed under 
mysterious circumstances，and 40 
top generals were purged from the 
Chinese army，. 

In the last analysis，Liu Shao- 
chi had promoted an alliance with 
the Soviet Union， Lin Piao 
advocated opposing both super- 
powers，and Mao advocated an 
alliance with the U.S. against the 


Soviets. Mao won 一 and Nixon 
was invited to Peking. 
EROSION 

Ironically， Mao's victory re- 


sulted in the erosion and eventual 
collapse of his revolutionary 
domestic policy. In order to defeat 
Lin Piao， the Chairman was 
forced to ally himself with Teng 
Hsiao-ping and the very Party 
leaders he had been fighting so 
long on China's domestic front. 

In theend, Mao had to resort to 
a classic policy for power trade- 
off 一 Teng and other party leaders 
pledged to support Maos foreign 
policy in return for their 
reinstatement to leading positions 
in the party and government. 

But today，with no Sino-Soviet 
alliance in the offing，and escape 
from the bi-polar world into the 
Third World blocked，the new 
post-Mao regime has come UP 
with only one real policy: to set in 
motion a broad and ambitious 
program to make China  a 
first-rate _ scientific，technological 
and industrial nation by the year 
2000. 

Meanwhile，China can boast 
only one real alliance in the world 
一 with Cambodia. (Copyright

Fiddletown on Saturday at 2 p.m. 
A cordial welcome was extended 
by several members of the 
Fidqdletown Preservation Society 
as the visiting group strolled 


through the communitys main 


street. Of particular interest was 
the Chew Kee store，one of the 
two _ remaining “rammed earth” 
adobes built by the Chinese 
pioneers in the 1850's. 

An authentic ”Chinese herb 
shop，it was the home of Fong 
Chow You， better ”known as 
Jimmy Chow，the 1last Chinese 
resident of Fiddletown. On 
entering the Chew Kee store，the 
years seemed to roll back, and one 
could almost expect to see Mr. 
Chow coming slowly forward 
with a warm greeting.，Time 
seemed to stand still as the visitor 
peered at the old newspapers， 
posters,，calendars，Chinese coins， 
dishes，herbs，incense，and the 
myriad of objects which were so 
much a part of a lonely man's life. 
Rows of herb drawers line both 
sides of the room. The shop，with 
sparse living quarters in the rear， 
remains the same today as it must 
have looked during Jimmy Chow's 
lifetime. Several members of the 
community have donated their 
services for the maintenance and 
daily up-keep of this Priceless 
historical building. 

Included in the plans for this 
visit to Fiddletown was a 
pilgrimage to Jimmy Chow's 
grace，a _ half mile 他 om town. 
Joining the group from the 
Historical Society were several 
citizens of Fiddletown，some of 
whom were Jimmy:s good friends. 
At the gravesites, members of the 
Society placed flowers，fruit and 
incense as a symbolic gesture in 
memory of Jimmy Chow and the 
thousands of Chinese pioneers 
who endureq hardships，abusive 
treatment and prejudice in their 
search for a better life. 

HANGTOWN 

After an overnight stay 
Placerville， a beautiful and 
historic community ”originally 
known as Hangtown in the Cold 
Rush years, the group met at the 
Gold Bug Mine， wandering 
through the mine's two tunnels， 
carved out of hard rock. Also of 
historical 。 interest ”was Stone 
House，a mangificent building 
constructed of hand-hewn stone. 
Built by Chinese workmen around 
1865，it is the only remaining 
structure of Placervilles China- 
town， From outward appear- 
ances, it was a Chinese herb store. 
But it also housed an opium den 
and a gambjling room ; 中 second 
story ”was 3a “well-patronized 
bordqello. Stone House was res- 
tored recentljy，andqd is now 3 
respectabjle office building. 

Travelling further north on 
Highway 49，the group visited 
Wakamatsu，where a shrine was 
erected in 1969 to commemorate 
the first Japanese settlers to arrive 
in Cajlifornia in 1869. The colony 
was founded by a German trader， 
Edward Schnell，who brought 30 
Japanese to Cold Hill to establish 
atea and silk farm. The leader of 
the group was Katamori Matsu- 
daira，a _ political refugee from 
Aizu Wakamatsu. Dueto a lack of 
funds and a heavy drought in 
1871，nearjy al the plants died， 
and the venture was considered a 
failure、The colony was aban- 
doned 一 Schnell returned to 
Cermany， and the Japanese 
settlers dispersed back to Japan. 
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few miies off Highway 49. 
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Paying tribute at Jimmy Chow's grave in Fiddletown， California-a

Today，only the grave of Okei 
Ito，nursemaid in the Schnell 
household, remains as a memorial 
to the forgotten colony. And it was 
on this grave that a group of 
Society members laid incense and 
flowersi n a silent tribute to the 
courage and endurance of the first 
Japanese pioneers. On the head- 
stone，appearing in both English 
and Japanese, were these touching 
words,“In Memory of Okei，a 
Japanese girl 一 Died 1871，age 
19.” 


JOSS HOUSE 

Leaving Wakamatsu, the group 
journeyed on to Coloma，site of 
the Marshall Gold Discovery State 
Historic Park. In the 1850's, large 
numbers of Chinese settledi n the 
area to join thousands of others 
who were searching for gold. Stil 
standing today are two Chinese 
stores built of stone, in addition to 
the ruins of a joss house，and the 
Tree-of-Heaven (many of these 
trees were planted throughout the 
Mother Lode by Chinese immi- 
grants，perhaps of their need to 
have something to remind them of 
home while living in a strange and 
alien land). 

After meandering through the 
historic sites in Coloma's State 
Park， resplendent in autumn 
colors, the Society's next stop was 
Locke，piocturesque town on the

Sacramento River delta，and the 
only one in the country to be build 
entirely by Chinese. Bob Jang 
cordially welcomed the group to 
Locke, conducting a tour through 
the Chinese school，community 
haljl, and museum . 

The town, built in 1915，seems 
to have changed not at all，except 
perhaps in its number of residents. 
During its busiest years，Locke 
had almost 1,000 residents; today， 
there are less than 150, fewer than 
half of whom are Chinese. Today， 
Locke still retains her picturesque 
charm and original “down-home” 
feeling. 

At the close of this backward 
加 ance into yesterda， 让 was late 
afternoon of Sunday，October 10， 
and several of the group's partici- 
pants were Preparing to start 
homeward. However，24 Society 
members headed westward to- 
ward San Francisco to Trendez- 
vous for dinner in Chinatown 
with members of the Chinese 
Historical Society of America. 
Following dinner，an invitation 
was_ extended to tour the San 
Francisco group's museum，which 
contains many photos of Chinese 
in the early part of the century as 
well as many historical and price- 
jess artifacts. 

MEMORIES 

As surely as night follows day or 
spring comes after winter, all good 
things must come to an end. And 
so the journey ended 一 but the 
memories linger on . .-. memories 
of a very young Jimmy Chow left 
alone in a strange land，and in 
later years finding a special niche 
in the affection of Kidqletown's 
citizens; memories of a Japanese 
girlfs lonely grave on a sunny knoll 
in Wakamatsu; memories of 
Locke, a picturesque town with a 
flourishing past and an uncertain 
future; but best of all，warm 
memories of a shared experience， 
an unforgettablje adventure into
